Carpenter is the elder, 
being born at Cambridge 
November 18, 1831, while 
Hayward saw the light 
four years later at Chat- 
teris, March, 1835. 

Hayward plays with the 
All England Eleven, Car- 
penter with the United. 

Hayward’s fame has 
been some time esta- 
blished as the best—or 
inferior to none—!at in 
the county. - Carpenter's 
fame as a bat is still 
growing, and at the pre. 
sent moment Carpenter's 
doings rank much-higher 
than those of Hayward, 
with whom they are al- 
ways compared on ac- 
count of the men playing 
60 often side by side for 
Cambridge. Hayward's 
defence of his wicket has 
long been the admiration 
of veteran spectators and 
the envyof young ama- 
teurs of cricket. It is not 
surpassed by any living 
cricketer. Daft is, per- 
haps, Hayward's only 
equal for style of defence 
of the wicket, both being 
utterly free from any un- 
gainly mannerisms there, 

But, as we havo said, 
-Carpenter at present 
seems the more rising 
player. Hayward and 
Daft seem at their zenith, 
while Carpenter shows 
latent powers of defence, 
and especially of hard 
hitting, that would seem 
to indicate that he will 
Tise much higher yet asa 
safe batsman. The only 
weak point in the Car- 
penter mail, tempted oc- 
casionally by an attrac- 
tive opening for a good 
hit, he falls a victim to 
his temerity. _Thisfoible 
he now. seems curing 
himself of. Should he 
keep up his present suc- 
cess as batsman he will, 
with his attainments as 
a flelder, be the most 


valued man in any eleven’ 


that may enter the cricket 
field.

Grundy is 38 years of 
age, being born at New 
Radford, in Nottingham- 
shire, March 45th, 1824. 
Half his life has been lite- 
rally been spent in the 
field of cricket. Grundy is 
a fair illustration of the 
value of worth and cha- 
racter in any relation in 
life. While men_ little 
older than himself have 
left the sport “ used up,” 
so to speak, by intempe- 
rance or recklessness, 
Grundy has, by his stead- 
iness in every respect, 
secured golden opiniens 
from all sorts of men 
who watch the sport. 

If Grandy has not 
shown extraordinary 
spurts of ability he has 
never sunk under the 
ebb of suddenly collapsed 
powers. You never could 
tell, as the stern Jemmy 
came in from an innings, 
whether he had been at 
the wicket for hours and 
scored a hundred, or had 
come to grief in the first 
over. He seems sustained 
with the notion that he 
has done the best—that it 
is no use fretting as to 
results which are “oft 
got without merit and 
Jost without deserving.” 
Such is the imperturbable 
Jemmy Grundy, to whom 
we prospect a bumping 
benetit.

THE TURF, 
THE COMING WEEK, 


Even if we had time, our limited space precludes the possibility of giving 
more than a few brief passing commentations on the principal items awaiting 
decision next week at Hampton, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and Carlisle. 

Of course Moulsey Hurst will be the rendezvous for our metropolitan book- 
makers, for the journey into the north is a long and tiring and, it is too fre- 
quently, a ‘*dog eat dog” kind of an assembly for speculators that +éunion on the 
banks of the “coaly Tyne.” The Hampton programme does not strike us as 
being quite up to the average this year, but as yet it is not quite filled up, and 
the plates may tura out to be better than usual. Of the two dozen juveniles 
down for the Claremont, The Orphan is penalised 10lb, and Battery 5lb; and 
Sydney, De Mowbray, Boatman, Whirlwind, Ernest, Singwalla, Boutefou, 
Rosetta, Alciabiade, Amygdalus, and Ratel have not been out yet, As the 
temainder have suffered defeat over and over again, and are of no quality 
whatever, either of the penalised fillies are good enough to win, unless some- 


than likely. Still,if the stake is good enough to entice the Orphan “to do 
battle,” we shall go unconditionally for her. We have not yet seen the ac- 
ceptances for the Surrey and Middlesex Stakes, but are inclined to repose faith 
in Brown Stout, though Balham, Flirtation, and Sycophant do not appear 
to be overweighted. Silkstone, too, is leniently dealt with, and ought to win 
easily, if backed, after the Elcho test and the manner in which he was sup- 
ported for the Chester Cup; but we fancy he willbe an absentee. 

The “ Black Diamonds ” will have an interesting contest for their Northum- 
berland Plate, for which nineteen only have paid forfeit out of the fifty-three 
that received imposts. Cape Flyaway, however, is out of the question at 
8st 12ib, ; and both Ivanhoff and Rapparee have incurred penalties which 
extinguish their chances also. Wild Rose is fancied at 7st 101b, and certainly 
ought to run well; but we question much whether she can give Paste 7lbs, and 
the latter has Knutsford and Boabdil quite safe on the Ascot running. They 
are taking 7 to 1 very freely about ‘I’. S. Dawson's lot; but we shonld think 
Tim Whiffler is the best of the team, and he cannot successfully concede 21lbs 
to Brighton, according to the Roodee forms. Since Chester, Brighton has had 
& comparative quietude, and will come out fresh; whilst Tim will be none the 
better for his succession of severe work. Matador is a cripple; and we cannot 
think that King of Kars has any pretensions for a race like this. Indeed, of 


Wild Rose to beat the field, we are certain we have got the winner; and we 
of course estimate their respective chances in the order enumerated. 

The first day's racing on the Swifts, at ‘‘merrie Carel,” is to be entirely con- 
fined to local competitors; but friend Daley will assuredly have a good 
trysting, though the Cumberland Plate’ does not look likely to produce more 
than half‘a dozen runners, and the issue will probably be confined to Knuts- 
ford.and Captain Crow, the latter victorious, 


WHAT WILL WIN THE ST. LEGER? 

Now that the Derby and the Oaks have fallen to ‘‘ outsiders,” to the dismay 
of the would-be prophets, we may pause for a while to consider how far those 
results may affect the Doncaster.St. Leger. 

Of those horses that ran in the recent Derby—Caractacus, Tho Marquis, 
Buckstone, Neptunus, the Stockwell colt, the Clarissa colt, the Brown Hess 
colt, the Knave, Argonaut, St. Alexis,the Typee c, Maharajah, Ensign, Vengeance. 
Norroy, Tolurno, Ace of Clubs, Harlequin, Elangowan, Welcome, Exchequer, 
Ashford, ‘and Brighton are nominated for the Yorkshire prize, as also are 
Bertha, Bonny Breast Knot, Hurricane, Olive Branch, and Sappho, who con- 
tested the Oaks. To these we must add the names of Old Calabar, Caterer, 
Laughing Stock, Warminster, Cellarius, Master Fenton, Hubert, Johnny Arm- 
strong, avd Moula; and then we shall have the complete lot, from whence the 
starters can "possibly be taken. 

It is our candid impression that the whole of the three-yr-olds this season 
are but moderato, and that not only too much confidence has been reposed in 
horses like The Marquis, Buckstone, and Hurricane, but vast mistakes made by 


tive Epsom engagements started untried, so far as private trials are concerned; 
yetsuch experienced trainers-as John Scott and Mat Dawson onght not ‘to 


permits of no excuse. There isa wide difference, too, between the superb 
Rowley mile end the increased and undulating Derby course, and seldom, 
indeed, does the 2,000 victor follow up his heath successes by a triumph on tle 
Surrey downs. 

The Marquis’s backers, even the craven tribe that gorged themselves at tho 
Leatherhead champagne breakfast, are now quite irate that ‘the crack” made 


upon itthat this was not done withoutserious consideration between Tom Ashmall 
and John Scott, and it would be ridiculous to suppose that these money-people, 
nine-tenths of whom scareely know a thorough-bred horse from a Suffolk 
Punch, should know better than that clever couplet what. was best to be done 
for the favourite. Our decided opinion is that both the Marquis and Buckstone 
were fairly beaten upon their merits, simply becauso they could not get the 
distance; for, surely, if Ashmall and Grimshaw could possibly have got 
their horses home and outridden the boy Parsons (who is a mere tyro in racing 
matters being only fifteen years of age), it stands to reason they would have 
done it. Caractacus, on the contrary, was a strong, game, little horse, able to 


ran double the length that either of the evacks could: but, though he was not 
80 fresh as cither of them wore, nor nothing near it, having a quartette of two ’ 


and # quarter mile races in him, he liked the hill and the distance botter than 
they did. ad Caterer been well and in the race with this trio, perhaps the 
resitlt would have been otherwise; the Oaks running indicates that. At all 
evenis, we think Caterer is beticr able to “endure” than are the recent Derby 
favourites; and there can be no question as to the superiority of his pace over 
that of Caractacus, though we by no means wish to detract from the well- 
earned laurels of the pretty, powerful, well-bred, and valiant British prince, 

We shall see the quartette on Doncaster Moor next autumn, and then the 
knotty point will be decided as to which is really the best at a distance. Each 
will there have no excuse to offer as to being “stopped by the hill;” and the 
Yorkshire scope of ground will well suit the raking stride of the magnificent 
going Marquis, and his more strapping companion Buckstone.

ASCOT RACES. 


TuEsDAY.—The Ascot Meeting opened favourably, considering the recent 
heavy rains, and on Tuesday the weather was pleasant up to the time set for 
the decision of the Ascot Stakes, but shortly afterwards umbrellas wero 
brought into active use, the ast race—The Queen's Stand Plate—being run in a 
drenching shower. The attendance of company for the first day was unusually 
large, and included the élite of fashion, the stands and enclosures being 
crowded. The card was very strong, including, as it did, the new prize, tho 
Prince of Wales’ Stakes (worth upwards of £1,500), the Queen's Vase, and tho 
Ascot Stakes. The meeting of Asteroid and Carbineer in the Vase created con- 
siderable interest, as it determined their-respective pretensions to the grand 
event of the meeting—the Ascot Gold Cup; Asteroid was beaten at the ascent 
of the hill, and a splendid struggle ensued between Tim Whiffler (the winner 
of the Chester Cup), and Carbineer, the first-mentioned running a wonderfully 
game animal, and winning by a head. The Prince of Wales’ Stakes fell toa 
tank outsider, Carisbrook. The Ascot Stakes produced a lar, ser field than had 
been anticipated, and was won by Rapparee, against whom 16 to 1 was betted in 
the ring up to the close, but who had in the course of the seasonjbeen second to 
Stampedo at Northampton, and was only beaten a head by Caractacus for the 
Great Northern Handicap at York. The remaining items of the day's rating 
will befound fully detailed below. Much dissatisfaction was felt, and'as loudly 
expressed, about the manner in which the South-Western Railway Company 
did their work, the trains being inordinately slow and tedious for such a short 
journey, Some went so far as to say that they would, on the Cup Day, 
patronise the South-Eastern, even at a sacrifice of a detour to Croydon en route. 

WEDNEsDAY.—An hour was allowed to intervene between the preceditig raca 
and the Royal Hunt Cup, an interval actively employed by Mr- Manning in 
weighing out the crowds of jockeys of all weights. The field (37) was the 
largest, without exception, that has mustered at the post forany race this year, 
exceeding the starters in the Derby by three. In the face of the enormous 
number of runners, a strong and numerous party never ceased backing Canary, 
who was supported heavily by the gallant colonel who has the chicf interest in 
the horse, and by the usual partisans of Day's stable. The favouvite,,Canary 
(who started at odds slightly over 5 to 1), won very cleverly by half a length 
from old King of Diamonds, a rank outsider, against whom 100 to 1 was offered 
even down to the start, and, had he pulled through, it would have been a ties 
mendous triumph for the fielders, who scarcely laid a penny. Canary, it will 
be remembered, was first favourite for the Ascot Stakes, and was backed 
freely at as short @ price as 6 to 1 in the course of Friday last. He.was subse- 
quently driven to any price, and did not run on Tuesday, owing, it is said, to 
the stable being utterly forestalled in tho market. Canary was also a great 
favourite last year for the Goodwood Stakes, but went amiss just before tho 
race, and made no show whatever in tho struggle. According to general 
report he had had a most satisfactory trial with The Roe, at level weights, and 
this induced the stable to support him heavily for this race. The owner and 
his friends did not get their money “on” as well as they could have wished, 
and were somewhat irritated when they found that one gentleman, who was 
singularly fortunate over Caractacus for the Derby, had had the run of the 
market, and put on upwards of £600 in his own behalf, :

WHAT THE AMERICANS STILL THINK 
ABOUT MACE AND HEENAN FOR THE 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Our ‘“‘ American Cousins” are, of course, aware that the Benicia 
Boy has publicly declined to meet Mace, but they still persist in 
the notion that his refusal was merely a line of policy which he 
was bound to adopt to bide his time. It would appear that, by 
the date of our last advices from New York, the citizens were not 
cognizant of the fact that there was every prospect of a renewal of 
the battle between Mace and King, and announces that, in all pro- 
bability, while Heenan is ‘‘circusing," America will send over a 
challenger for-the belt in Joe Coburn, if only as a pioneer for 
Heenan, so that every possible mcans may be adopted to get the 
Farnborough trophy across the Atlantic. Upon this subject we give 
the editorial leader of The New York Clipper. 

A Quiet State or Arrairs.—It is very seldom that a champion of 
England is permitted to rest on his laurels, without having a match 
on hand, and two or three other aspirants in waiting. But such is 
the case at present. Jem Mace the Champion of England, and de- 
fender of the belt, bids defiance to the world, and there is not one 
in England to step forward to dispute his claims to the trophy, and 
to the honours of the office. All the big men of Great Britain seem 
to have been placed hors ce combat, and, of all the pugilists in tha 
London ring, not one has the temerity to stand forth and meet Jem 
Mace. He holds the original belt, for which Sayers and Heenan 
fought so valiantly at Farnborough, and as things look at present 
he will hold it for some time to come. 

We have more than once given it as our opinion that John C. 
Heenan will not return to this country without trying conclu- 
sions with Mace. It was thought probable that a match would 
have been made as soon as Heenan reached London. Mace, 
most certainly, showed himself ready to meet the stalwart son 
of Benish, and boldly announced, in the presence of Heenan, 
Sayers, and a score of others, that he “ would tight any man,” and 
he put up a small forfeit as an earnest of his intentions. Heenan 
suffered the challenge to pass, merely stating that he was not there 
to fight, but to fulfil a business engagement; so that the challenga 
remains to this day unaccepted. Heenan, however, had his reasons 
for keeping quict at the time, for he was, in reality, under an 
engagement to travel with Howes and Cushing's Circus, for which 
he receives, as we have previously stated, the munificent salary 
of jive hundred dollars per week! Of course under these circum- 
stances it would have been folly for the Boy to tie himself up ina 
match with Mace fora sum which at the outside would not pro- 
bably have amounted tov more than two thousand dollarsa side; 
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with chances, too, of losing that, in a pitched battle, for it is not easy 
to foretell what obstacles might have tended to his losing the contest. It was 
the best policy, therefore, for Heenan to attend to that engagement which 
served him best, and make a surety of that which brings him in twelve thousand 
dollars in siz months, rather than risk a pugilistic engagement with Mace, 
which, in the event of his winning, would not much more than cover his 
expenses of training. When the travelling season terminates it is possible 
that Heenan may pay his respects to Mister Mace—enter into a match with 
that pugilist, and have it decided in time to take his place with the circus 
upon the opening of the ensuing season. And this we think may turn out to 
be the programme. ie 

In the meantime Mace remains without acustomer. There 1s no opponent 
for him in Great Britain, and he walks over the Champion Course as seldom 
man walked before. 

But in America there are signs of the coming man.” Joe Coburn, one of 
the most scientific delineators of boxing we have ever had among us, intimates 
his willingness to meet the British Champion. Coburn ought to make a good 
match for Mace—he is about Mace’s height and weight, and is equal to him as 
a boxer. Joe, at his benefit the other evening—a full report of which is given 
in this week's Clipper—stepped forward, in the presence of a large audience, 
and expressed his readiness to fight amy man in this country, bar none, for 
from 1,000 to 3,000 dols. His challenge was unanswered. It had been thought 
that Ned Price, through some of his friends, might be induced to give Coburn 
another trial—for they fought a draw some years ago—but no response was 
made. - Incase no customer should offer Coburn, we understand, has inti- 
mated his intention to visit England, and, when there, may probably enter 
into a match to fight Mace. His friends fancy him for sucha match, and a 
number are interesting themselves to make some sort of arrangement by 
which Coburn may have a trial for the Championship of England, in the event 
of nothing turning up to keep him here, We may learn further of this 
“onward movement” in time to make mention of it in our next. 

The following also follows as to Heenan’s proposed visit to Ireland :— 

HEENAN IN IRELAND.—Great preparations were being made for the tour of 
John GC. Heenan through Ireland. ‘The managers of the circus with which the 
Boy is engaged “ cautions the public against being misled by any other esta- 
plishment advertising the name of Heenan, as the world-renowned J. C. 
Heenan, who fought the great International Battle with Tom Sayers, is only to 
‘be seen with Howe's Great American Circus.” This caution, we presume, has 
been rendered necessary, owing to Jolin’s brother, Jim Heenan, who accom- 
panied the Boy to England, having engaged with a rival cireus concern, and is 
now exhibiting with the company under the name of Heenan.
